DETAILED ACTION 

This action is in response to Applicant's amendment filed on February 15, 2008. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 21 and 32 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 21 depends from a canceled claim. For the purposes of examination, it is 
considered that claim 21 depends from claim 15. 

Claim 32 should depend from claim 31 instead of claim 31 in order to provide 
proper antecedent for "the biocompatible material" and will be considered as such for 
examination purposes. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 
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Claims 15, 17, 21, 23-27, and 29-32 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as 
being anticipated by Taylor (U.S. Publication No. 2005/0216081). 

Taylor discloses an artificial intervertebral disk 10 having two outer elements 12, 
14, and an intermediate member 46. The intermediate element 46 has an 
annular/circular closed shape joining the two outer elements 12, 14 in a restricted 
articulated manner (Figure 3). The intermediate element 46 defines a central axis and 
has a circular cross section. The intermediate element is said to have differing cross 
sections in a direction of the central axis since the cross section increases and 
decreases as one moves along the central axis. Furthermore, the cross section is 
widened along a frontal plane or transversal plane (Figure 3). The intermediate element 
can be made of polymer (Paragraph 63The outer elements 12, 14 each have an annular 
and concave contour/recess 56 that is joined in a form fitting manner with the 
intermediate element 46 and is oversized relative to the intermediate element 46 (Figure 
3). The two outer elements have anchoring elements including pins and can be coated 
with a biocompatible material such as titanium (Paragraph 34). 

Claims 15, 18, and 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated 
by Kuras (U.S. Patent No. 7169181). 

Kuras discloses an artificial intervertebral disc 10 having two outer elements 20, 
40, and an intermediate member 60. The intermediate member 60 is annular and joins 
the outer elements 20, 40 in a restricted articulated manner. The two outer elements 
have a concave contour on the inner surface and is joined in a former fitting manner to 
the intermediate member 60. Furthermore, the contour is oversized relative to the 
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intermediate element 60 (Figure 8). The intermediate member 60 maybe adhered to 
the outer elements 20, 40 (column 3, lines 15-17). Thus it can be considered that the 
adherence material will create a texture on the inner contour of the outer elements that 
increases friction so as to create a fictional connection between the two outer elements 
and the intermediate element. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 28 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Taylor 
(U.S. Publication No. 2005/0216081). 

Taylor discloses the claimed invention except for the intermediate member made 
of polyethylene. It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the 
time the invention was made to construct the intermediate member of Taylor out of 
polyethylene, since it has been held to be within the general skill of a worker in the art to 
select a known material on the basis of its suitability for the intended use as a matter of 
obvious design choice. In re Leshin, 125 USPQ 416. 
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Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 15, 17-19, 21, and 23-32 have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
